Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  Senate  joint  resolution  76,  Sixty-fourth 
ngress,  first  session,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  loan  1,000  tents  and  1,000 
ts  for  the  use  of  the  encampment  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  to  be  held  at 
rmingham,  Ala.,  in  May,  1916.
